STRIKING INCIDENT. 

While the roll was under examina- 
tion there occurred the most strik- 
ing incident of the visit. After put- 
ting his head into one of the side 
rooms, the procuror announced that 
the examination within the room 
had been finished Into the chan- 
cellory, with two soldiers behind 
him, walked, well dressed but col- 
lariess, a man of middle height, 
slight figure, small features, and 4 
short, ayiesh beard, with eyes un- 
naturally bright and almost feverish, 
and an expression of extraordinary 
refinement and dignity.

PETROGRAD, Sept. 25.—As the 
trial of Gen. Goukhomlinoff, former 
Minister of War, for high treason, 
nears its ‘close, public interest has 
revived to an extraordinary extent. 
The court today was crowded in an- 
ticipation of impassioned speeches 
by the advocates. 

In concluding his speech, M. Zach- 
arin of counsel for the defense gave 
a Vigorous explanation of the equip- 
ment of the army in proof that 
Soukhomlinoff had not neglected it. 

A second member of counsel for 
the defense, M. Torkhovsky, de- 
clared at Soukhomlinoff was not 
responsible for the insufficiency of 

utpment far the millions of sol- 
diers and appealed to the jury not 
to make Soukhomlinoff a scapegoat 
for the offense of the fallen regime. 

Emotion was aroused among the 
audience by the address of M. Ka- 
garinoff, counsel for Mme. Soukhom- 
lineff, charged with complicity in 
the plots of her husband.

OUNTER-CHARGES WIDEN

EHUMANIZED EFFICIENCY. 


Of all the abused words in the lan- 


Guage, the word “efficiency” is probably 
the one that is most maltreated. The word, 
it is true, once meant something, once 
stood for something; but that was before it 
had been doné to death—before GERMAN 
— WAS GOING TO WIN THIS 

AR. 

There came a time a decade or more ago 
when manufacturers, merchants and others 
engaged in the manifold fields of produc- 
tion and commerce began to realize the 
need for more system in business. No one 
in particular can be credited with having 
made the discovery that sloppy methods are 
wasteful methods. The idea seems to have 
hit the whole business world at once. Any- 
how, efficiency all in a day became the 
watchword of business. Manufacturers, ac 
countants, merchants and shippers all be 
gan cudgelling their brains to devise new 
michines, new book-keeping and indexing 
schemes, new plans of organization, new 
methods of all kinds designed to increase 
efficiency in operation, production and dis 
tribution. The results, as everyone knows, 
were marvelous. And then, as is the case 
with most good things, the reform was run 
into the ground. 

“Efficiency” got to be such a hobby that 
the cry permeated everything in life. Peo- 
ple began to eat, sleep, read, study, work, 
play, live, breathe and even pay with the 
one object of increasing their efficiency. 
They became morbid on the subject of them- 
‘selves and their Otness. Had the fad for 
efficiency kept on growing as it started out, 
life would soon have lost its spontaneity and 
living become an endless siege of worried in- 
trospection for everybody. The thing got a 
deadly enough hold as it was. 


Right in the midst of the craze there | 


sprang up a breed of opportunists styling 
themselves “efficiency experts,” who hung 
out shingles proclaiming themselves special- 
ists in business advice of all kinds. By con- 
sulting the, efficiency expert the poor, wor 
ried business Man could learn how to do 
everything with the least possible lost mo 
tion, ‘waste of material, brain and tissue, 
and the greatest results per curvilinear unit 
or cubic ton, or what not, of effort and out- 
lay. It was all dreadfully scientific. There 
was a time when the business man was al- 
most afraid to try to compete and hold his 
own in the midst of all the efficiency around 
him without calling in one of these effi- 
ciency doctors every so often and having his 


business experted. The business world, ia 


fact, still seems to loox upon the efficiency 
expert with a certain amount of awe. 


Witness the way in which apparently 
LEVEL-HEADED BUSINESS MEN 
ON THE THING. John Doe and Robert 
Roe, manufacturers and jobbers of women's 
bathing suits, are alarmed to find business 
dropping off. A trip to Ocean Park would 
show them exactly what the trouble was. 
They are still making suits with trailing 
skirts and quarter-length sleeves, having 
failed to observe that the ladies now prefer 
a more revealing costume cut up as far as 
possible and down as far as city ordinances 
will permit. Instead of using their heads 
they call in an efficiency expert. This 
bustling gentleman breezes through the 
shop, mumbles something that sounds like 
“Hokus! Pokus!” over the books, counts the 
postage stamps, mysteriously sifts the con- 
tents of the waste baskets, peers into the ink 


wells and then floats away, leaving a bill of . 


$897.42 for professional services and type 
written instructions as to how the firm can 
save $1.39 a year in operating cost by hav- 
ing all ite employees expectorate out the 
windows and save the annual wear and tear 
on the cuspidors. 

Most of the efficiency experts, so called, 
ARE PRETENDERS, OUT OF JOBS, and 
most of their talk about efficiency is bluff. 
Many of them couldn't run a real business to 
save their lives, and could not fill staff post- 
tions. Great numbers, it will be discovered 
upon investigation, have actually failed in 
business ventures of their own. There is a 
place in the world for the real experts, the 
real specialists in business and industry, 
and sometimes one of these becomes a pro- 
fessional adviser worthy of his hire in these 
fields. It will be found. however, that most 
specialists and experts are in business for 
themselves instead of being engaged in tell- 
ing others how to run their businesses. A 
jobless man—he is the man to tout himself 
as an “efficiency expert.” Discharged 
paper men bob up as “professors of jour 
nalism”™ in colleges. 

Cold, mathematical efficiency isn’t all 
there is in business and tndustry, anyhow. 
Business men and manufacturers who have 
really made a success will be quick to testify 
that loyalty and devotion upon the part of 
their employees and MIleutenants have 
meant more to them than anything else. 
This idea of reducing every process, every 
activity, every contingency entering into 
business to a mere mathematica] formula 
never has worked out and never will work 
cut. Individual ability, team work and 
tried efficiency methods have their place in 
all wellorganized businesses and enter 
prises, large or small, private or public, and 
regardless of the purposes for which they 
may be carried on, but the moment the head 
of any establishment or undertaking gets 
an idea that the human element can be en- 
tirely squeezed out and dispensed with and 
everything in an undertaking reduced to an 
automatically working system, he is mak- 
ing a mistake that is likely to have tragic 
resu'ts. J. Ogden Armour, than whom there 
ins none who has a better right to talk on the 
subject, was quoted as saying the other day 
that he considered ipyalty in an employee 
worth more than ability. 

The collapse of the German government's 
scheme of world conquest affords a startling 
example on an overwhelming scale of the 
fallacy of dehumanized efficiency. For 
forty years the plotters against the liberties 
of mankind laid their plans and dullt up 
their system for overthrowing all opposition. 
Two things were hammered into a gener 
ation of Germans—obedience to military 
authority and unwavering belief in the in- 
vincibility of German arms. The schemers 
higher up didn’t want the millions in the 
armies to have any wider outlook than that. 
Bach army, each division, each regiment and 
each man had a place and a certain mechan- 
leal function in a great machine. The 
Kaiser and his advisers were certain they 


.eould drive this machine trresistibly over 


anything that dared oppose them. The 
scheme had been added, subtracted, multi- 
plied, checked, cross indexed and experted 
so often that it was contrary to reason 
itself that the thing could fall. And yet it 
did fail, and disastrously. 

FRENCH DEVOTION AND STEADFAST. 
NESS were more than a match for German

combat against odds that in the cold reckon- 
ings of the efficiency experts of Berlin had 
been simply assumed to be decisive. The 
great machine was not only stopped but 
rolled back. The masters of efficiency had 
proven to their own absolute satisfaction 
by charts and diagrams and figures that the 
thing would be over in a certain number of 
days. The elements that actually contrib- 
uted to their defeat had probably never 
been permitted to enter seriously into their 
calculations. 

The Kaiser is fighting a losing fight. The 
machine, he still has; but it is a battered 
relic of the gigantic mechanism that rolled 
across Belgium. Its evolutions have been 
reduced to two. It can stand still and it 
can go backward. All the efficiency and all 
the system in the German scheme can't 
make it go forward. Devotion, loyalty, un- 
flinching courage and unwavering confi- 
dence, together with a humanized efficiency 
such as the German never dreamed of, are 
slowly but surely winning the day. Soon 
the Americans will be in the trenches and 
YANKEE BRAINS AND YANKEE HEARTS 
will be cast into the scale against the Prus- 
sian idea. German efficiency, already 
proven a failure, will then go down in ruin.

man confederation. One would stultify him- 
self in disregarding Mr. Harden's declara- 
tion that “We want to stop the war“ in light 
of the fact that it has come to be a custom 
here and elsewhere to read into his ex- 
pressions and opinions the verdicts of the 
German people, especially in all those in- 
stances in which Harden has run counter to 
and afoul of the Kaiser and Prussianism. It 
is not unreasonable, therefore, to accept 
Harden as a sort of mbuthpiece of the Ger- 
man people when he offers to go surety for 
the Kaiser on a note in which the Kaiser 
will promise to keep his word and abide by 
all contracts and undertakings he enters 
into with the United States and the Entente 
Allies for the arrangement of an armistice 
and a peace confabulation with the end in 
view of terminating the carnage in Europe. 

Harden says: “The majority of the Ger- 
man people stand surety for that which the 
government and the Reichstag majority 
have promised.” 

The object in inviting attention to this 
utterance is to show that the Germans have 
been brought a step nearer to President 
Wilsons way of thinking. They have ar 
rived at the realization and the conscious- 
ness that they must do and say something 
to make possible negotiations between 
Washington and Berlin. Thus, though in a 
modest and piping voice, the German people 
may be said to have spoken through Max!- 
mil Harden. The voice of the German 
people has been heard. The tenor of their 
utterance is that contracts shall be kept 
sacred and inviolate. A treaty is not a scrap 
of paper. A man’s word of honor is some 
thing more than a gust of wind.

will be exempted by this ruling. 

The beard voted that engineers, 
conductors, firemen, brakemen, cer- 
tain expert shopmen and necessary 
clerical men would be exempted who 
are now in the employ of railroad 
Companies. Station agents and sec- 
tion foremen, for whom exemption 
was asked, were refused exemption, 
however. 

About 185 claims for exemption 
were heard by this district board at 
its morning session yesterday.
